GERMAN WRECK 


Passenger Train and Express 
Sideswipe Christmas Eve; 
Cold Hampers Ii iseue.

The bodies cf thirty-six 
persons were recovered Wednesday 
from tao smashed coaches of a local 
train which was sideswiped by the 
Berlin-Basel express on Christm as 
Eve. 
The accident occurred on a bridge 
over the River Saale.

had just pulled out of the station, 
against a signal light, when the ex­ 
press train roared by on a special 
j track, ramm ing the local and throw ­ 
ing several coaches off the bridge 
into a freezing river. 
Cold Hampers Work 
Cold ham pered rescue workers as 
they searched the wreckage. 
Besides the dead twenty-two crit­ 
ically and fifty slightly injured per- 
i sons were removed to hospitals and j 
dwellings.

Abraham Lincoln didn t try to be great when he wrote and delivered 
that matchless Gettysburg speech. Edward Everett was the main speaker 
cf the day and he spoke for an hour or sc and delivered an address that 
few have ever read and which probably tired those who listened, though hr: 
was a very learned and eloquent man. 
But his speech cam:* from his 
mind. Lincoln's came from his heart- and contained less than 300 words. 
Old M< thuselah—with all his magnificent opportunity to make him­ 
self immortal -did nothing but live out 969 years. He might just as well 
not have been born at all! 
However, wfe are not put into this world to become famous, or espe­ 
cially learned, or to upset things, but to make this a better world in which 
all may live. This is the task—and it is by no means a small matter. 
To honestly strive, to work out a plan, no matter how simple -to lcve 
and be loved, to hi Ip those less fortunate than ourselves, so far as in our 
ability lies, to keep a high courage and to appreciate the endless beaut.es 
all about us. this is to live and to have made one s life worth while. 
Elihu Burrltt was a blacksmith and had time en his hands as he 
blew the bellows—so he took a book in the ether hand 
and learned doz­ 
ens of languages So he became known as “the learned blacksmith-' and 
his example has inspired countless numbers ever since.

KILLS FIVE AND 
ENDS OWN LIFE 


Retired 
Detective 
Fulfills 
Threat to Slay Family 
Before Christmas. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 26 (A P)—T rag­ 
edy hung over the half-trim m ed 
Christmas tree in the home of Mrs 
H oise Rogers Christmas day. 
She, her husband, their three lit­ 
tle children and her m other lay 
dead of pistol bullets. 
The husband, John W. Rogers, 56, 
a pensioned detective, made good on 
Christmas Eve the threat neighbors 
said he had muttered—to “kill the 
whole family before Christmas.” 
He stalked into the house T ues­ 
day night while his wife was trim ­ 
ming the tree. 
W ith his old service 
pistol, Rogers fired a bullet through 
her heart. 
Next he shot his m oth­ 
er-in-law , Mrs. Nell Downs, four 
tim es in the back as she started

Upstairs he blazed away at his 
three children while they lay in bed.

Police said Rogers and his wife 
had been estranged for more than 
a year and that he was bitter to­ 
ward his m other-in-law. 
Last Feb­ 
ruary he was sentenced to nine 
m onths in prison for threatening 
her and carrying a pistol. 
Pulls Pistol From Hat 
He appeared at the home C hrist­ 
mas Eve neatly dressed and carry­ 
ing his hat in his two hands, crossed 
in front of him. 
Harry Downs, 18, his brother-in- 
law, admitted him. 
As the door closed. Rogers pulled 
the pistol from his hat and warned 
the youth: “Get out of the way. 
This isn’t for you.” 
Young Downs dashed from the 
house to call help at a nearby store. 
But before police arrived the shoot­ 
ing was over. 
Neighbors said Mrs. Rogers had 
told them she received a number of 
threatening letters from her hus­ 
band, demanding that she return to 
him. 
She said she planned to show 
the letters to federal authorities a ft­ 
er the holiday rush was over.
